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DESIGN FOR FONT AND BALDACHINO, LIVERPOOL ANGLICAN CATHEDRAL. 


This design provides for an octagonal stepped platform, on six sides of which is a low wall surrounding the 

twelve-sided font. On the sides of the font are single figures carved in low relief. The foregoing work 

is in marble, but the carved baldachino above the font is of oak, the pinnacles rising to a height of 39 feet. 

The font cover itself is 15 ft. 6 in. high. Font and baldachino (which are shown here by courtesy of the 

Liverpool Cathedral Committee) will occupy the central position of the new Baptistry.. The architect is 
SIR GILES SCOTT, R.A. 
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HE comprehensive Report by Sir Charles Bressey* 
T on the present and probable road needs of Greater 
London over the next thirty years is one of the most 
important publications ever issued. For the past three 

ears Sir Charles, in consultation with Sir Edwin 
Lutyens, has been giving concentrated thought to the 
road problems of Greater London. The Survey covers 
an area of nearly 2,000 sq. miles, and includes a number 
of proposals of immense interest to all who live or work 
anywhere within 25 miles of London. 

The road plan must of necessity form the backbone 
of all planning and detailed development, and it is a 
little remarkable that the London County Council, in 
their town planning schemes for London, have so far 
pursued the policy of excluding from their plan all new 
roads and road improvements. 

In the central area of London there are many proposals 
of importance, some of which have already been under 
consideration. The linking up of the Western-avenue 
at Shepherd’s Bush with the Eastern-avenue at Leyton 
is one of these. Following the Marylebone-road to 
Euston and King’s Cross, the proposed link tunnels 
under Islington and thence via Hoxton to the north side 
of Victoria Park. The South circular road, already 
partly constructed at the Woolwich end, is to be con- 
tinued along its old route via Catford and Dulwich to 
Tulse Hill; the western end is, however, diverted via 
Balham and Wandsworth Common and thence north- 
wards over the new Wandsworth Bridge. A new route 
northwards through Fulham links this up with the 
Cromwell-road extension, which has already secured the 
approval of Parliament. 

A proposal which will cause considerable discussion is 
the proposed extension of Earl’s Court-road northwards 
across Holland -Park by a tunnel under Holland-walk 
and a viaduct over Holland Park-avenue to link with 
Ladbroke-grove and so to Cricklewood. An even more 
ambitious proposal is a road tunnel under Kensington 
Gardens to link up Queen’s-gate with Grand Junction- 
road, Paddington. The principle of road tunnels where 
the levels permit is one which might well be made the 
most of, and so long as the amenities of the open space 
above are not interfered with, there is much to be said 
for this solution in suitable locations. Incidentally, it 
is a pity, perhaps, that Tooting Bec Common could not 
have been similarly preserved. 

One of the most congested points in West End traffic, 
near the Ritz Hotel, between Berkeley-street and Bond- 
street, is for some reason left untouched. For north 
and south traffic a double roadway along Park-lane 
incorporating the road through the Park itself will not 
add much to existing facilities, and any encroachment 
on Hyde Park by setting back the railings would 
certainly meet with strenuous opposition in many 
quarters. The replanning of Hyde Park Corner and 
Piccadilly Circus are both essentials which will have to 
be carried out in any case. 

The duplication of Bond-street is a useful proposal, 
but this will again add to the congestion in Piccadilly, 
and it is a little unexpected that nothing is suggested in 
the way of a north and south route passing under 
Piccadilly and a portion of the Green Park, linking 
Mayfair direct with Buckingham Palace, the way for 
which was prepared by Sir Aston Webb in his scheme 
for the Queen Victoria memorial. Here the courage of 
the author has been tempered with almost excessive but 
perhaps natural caution. : 

The proposed link from Buckingham Gate across 
Victoria-street to Lambeth Bridge is an admirable one, 
and when the Stag Brewery site is available, there will

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be opportunities for a general uplift in the character of 
the whole of this portion of Westminster. 

In Mayfair itself, Grosvenor-street is to be continued 
in a direct line to the church of St. George, Hanover- 
square, and dividing on each side of the church, the 
proposal being to have twin roadways in tunnel passing 
under Regent-street and continuing via Soho-square and 
under Charing Cross-road, coming to the surface near the 
junction of Shaftesbury-avenue with New Oxford-street. 
This proposal should give immense relief to Oxford- 
street, but it may well be questioned whether the 
terminal chosen is the right one if congestion in Holborn 
is to be avoided. A way up at this point may be 
desirable, but the continuation of the tunnel beneath 
Hart-street to a point well along Theobalds-road, or 
even to Farringdon-street, would also give much-needed 
relief to Holborn. 

St. Martin’s-lane and Gower-street are to be improved 
to give better access to Charing Cross—that is, the 
approaches to a new Charing Cross Bridge are to be 
provided, but as far as the new river bridge itself is 
concerned, Sir Charles hesitates to include Charing Cross 
Bridge among his recommendations. He just gives 
it up, and until some eminent railway engineer is com- 
missioned by the Ministry of Transport to report on the 
future railway plan of London, we shall still be in the 
same impasse. Both he and Sir Edwin Lutyens agree 
that the St. Paul’s Bridge project should be allowed to 
lapse, but as some consolation he puts forward a pro- 
posal for a road viaduct southwards from Blackfriars, 
following alongside the existing railway viaduct to 
Camberwell, and then by devious ways back to the 
same line of railway at Herne Hill. Why he does not 
make the suggestion to follow the railway right through 
to Dulwich and thus get a completely unobstructed way 
out of London quite frankly puzzles us. 


It is indeed strange that in a report so comprehensive, 
and drawn up without being unnecessarily hampered by 
the bogy of finance, not a single new river bridge is 
proposed anywhere within the area of central London. 
The nearest new river bridge is one which has been long 
planned at Teddington. Away out at Egham a new 
river bridge is proposed to link up the north orbital road 
with the proposed south orbital road, which is to ring 
Southern London from Egham to Leatherhead and 
Redhill, and along the Valley below the North Downs 
and back by the Darenth Valley to the river tunnel now 
in hand near Dartford. Even at Woolwich, Sir Charles 
fears that a fine high level bridge would be too vulnerable 
and plumps for a sinuous tunnel. Tunnels are all very 
well where there is no better way, and we may all yet 
be forced to cower in these tunnels for shelter, but 
timidity will not help us in the making of a fine city. 

Blackwall Tunnel and Rotherhithe Tunnel, both 
planned some thirty years ago, are notoriously inefficient, 
and the proposed duplication of both of these is in itself 
a confession that some better way ought to be found. 
Both these tunnels are at present purely local and the 


approaches are to be vastly improved. 

The continuation of the Thames Embankment east- 
wards along the water front of the City to the Tower is 
a very attractive proposal, but unfortunately the plan 
accompanying the Report appears to indicate merely a 
widening of Thames-street, leaving the river front for 
its present commercial use. “ 

The westward continuation of the Embankment to 
Putney Bridge is one which will commend itself to most 
of us, but here again we venture to suggest there is an 
opportunity for a new river bridge at Hurlingham which 
would give a new way out to the south-west direct on to 
the Portsmouth-road and Putney Heath, and avoid all — 
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the congestion of Putney. New ways out of London are 
badly wanted in all directions, and it is satisfactory to 
note that new motorways are suggested from the north 
orbital road towards Birmingham and the north-west ; 
for a northward extension of the Barnet By-pass to 
Nottingham and Grantham; for an extension of the 
new Chertsey road towards Basingstoke and Winchester ; 
for a new route from East London to Norwich, and for a 
new road to Brighton which would incidentally shorten 
the time for the journey to Croydon airport and by-pass 
the Croydon By-pass. There is a great opportunity for 
the formation of adequate “parkways” on all these 
great new roads once they get beyond the confines of 
London, but if we are to have real parkways they must 
be undertaken as part of the national road cost and not 
as a separate luxury to be provided by the smaller 
authorities through whose districts they happen to pass. 
The policy of the Treasury so far has been woefully 


shortsighted in this respect.

Chairmanship of the C.P.R.E.: 
A New Appointment. 


PROFESSOR Patrick ABERCROMBIE, 
M.A., V.-P.R.1.B.A., is to be chairman of 
the executive committee of the Council 
for the Preservation of Rural England in 
the place of the late Sir Guy Dawber. 
Professor Abercrombie has been hon. 
secretary of the C.P.R.E. since it was 
founded in 1926 by Sir Guy Dawber, in 
whose name a memorial fund has been 
opened by the C.P.R.E. This fund will be 
used for promoting the improvement of 
rural housing, in which Sir Guy Dawber 
was specially interested.

An Architectural Department, 
Belfast. 

Be.rast Corporation is considering a pro- 
posal to establish a municipal architec- 
tural department, in which the existing 
City Surveyor’s and Education Architect’s 
Departments would be absorbed. At pre- 
sent the total cost of the separate depart- 
ments is about £5,159, and it is esti- 
mated that reorganisation would mean a 
saving of nearly £500 per annum, and 
would result in’ a much higher state of 
efficiency. 

The City Surveyor (Mr. R. B. Donald, 
M.Inst.C.E.) has prepared a lengthy re- 
port on the scheme which, we understand, 
he welcomes as a step in the right direc- 
tion.

The National College of Physical Training: 
220 Acre Site at Merstham. 

A site at Merstham, Surrey, has been 
selected for the National College of 
Physical Training, which is to be erected 
under the Physical Training and Recrea- 
tion Act for the purpose of training 
teachers and ‘leaders. The site consists 
of 220 acres on the Merstham Manor 
Estate in an attractive part of the North 
Downs and is protected on all sides. Close 
by, through the foresight of the local 
authorities by Town Planning schemes, 
are areas acquired in connection with the 
Green Belt. 

The site comprises three portions; the 
main portion of 130 acres will probably 
be the site of- the College buildings and 
training grounds; a detached portion of 
nearly 40 acres is admirably suited for 
playing fields, being level and well 
screened by belts of trees ; while adjoining 
fields, of about 50 acres are available to 
meet future expansion and contingencies. 
The purchase has been negotiated by the 
Office of Works.

Cheltenham College Centenary:

In the centre part 
of the building will be formed a covered 
balcony for watching cricket, while the 
flat roofs of the wings will give further 
space for spectators. The whole of the 
building is to be finished with rough 
plaster, with stone dressings. 

Mr. Hore-Belisha, the Secretary of State 
for War, laid the foundation-stone of a 
new block of classrooms on May 13. The 
classroom building stands near the pre- 
sent college buildings and, so as to harmo- 
nise with them, is being built of Cotswold 
stone. It is simple and dignified in de- 
sign, and carries on the traditional build- 
ing of the county.

May 20.—There are a number of every- 
day things always surrounding one which, 
in their sum total, profoundly affect one’s 
life. Discussions with strangers, imper- 
fections which create a whole host of 
regrets, work which does not appear to 
go right, difficult clients, the new building 
technique: a thousand and one things 
never regarded as being of sufficient 
importance to write about.

And yet all these things combined to- 
gether produce the whole and, judging by 
the conditions of things to-day, a very 
confused whole. 

For instance, I have been awakened 
each morning recently by the sound of a 
pneumatic drill. There appeared to be 
no indication as to where the sound came 
from or how it was being caused, and for 
days I was puzzled and annoyed at the 
constant racket from a hidden source. 

Then by accident I passed St. Luke’s 
Hospital and saw a small battery of work- 
men demolishing some very small bal- 
conies projecting from the end -of the 
building which had been in concrete. 

The scene made one realise the awful 
problem that besets a future generation 
when ferro-concrete buildings will be re- 
quired to be torn down as they obviously 
must in 50 years’ time. Up to now no 
method exists by which a previously 
simple operation can be performed ex- 
cepting (so far as I know) by chasing 
lines along the concrete and burning 
the metal-work with acetylene lamps and 
so reduce the building by a series of 
slabs. People talk about burning the 
concrete with acid, but then no such 
thing exists now, and dynamiting would 
be obviously too dangerous. 

It seems odd that such a new structure 
form should be embarked upon without 
knowledge as to its eventual demolition. 
Probably we all place our faith in the 
scientist of the future or—more likely— 
we know it cannot concern us personally, 
and we therefore ignore a 

* 


One sight which struck me as having a 
great bearing on future buildings was a 
Swedish air-liner I saw at the Croydon 
Airport. It was not large and it was built 
entirely of aluminium, or perhaps it may 
have been Duralumin. In any case, it 
consisted of light metal untreated and the 
two wings (it was a monoplane) stretched 
out in the most beautiful cantilever. 
There was this machine which, judging 
by its rapid rise from the ground, was as 
light as a feather—graceful as a bird and 
built in one material which was not easily 
damaged. Some large German “ Junker ”’ 
"planes were similar, and I cannot help 
now comparing the heaviness and tremen- 
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dous solidarity of our past and present 
buildings with these new forms. 
* * ~ 

To look at a street fills me with a sense 
of appalling clumsiness, and it is in the 
work of Atvar AtTto and LE CorBUSsIER 
that one begins to perceive the lightness 
of future building. 

Aluminium of all the new metals would 
appear to stand out as making possible 
this vision of delicacy in building. It is 
extremely light, does not corrode, has 
tremendous tensile strength and good 
appearance. Up to now the armaments 
programme has created a shortage of the 
metal, but I understand that the manu- 
facturers are now turning to the building 
market as a possible future market. 

It is a curious coincidence that im- 
mediately following on the sight of these 
aeroplanes I met Kine Moraan, who is a 
combination of an expert of both alumin- 
ium and lighting. 

In his office were all forms of aluminium 
objects—porthole fittings, reflectors for 
car headlights, ash-trays, and what he 
called R.A.J.’s (rolled aluminium joists) ! 
His faith in the material is unbounded, 
and it does seem reasonable to suppose 
that research into its possibilities might 
unfold a new building technique, for there 
appears to be no limit to its application. 

One invention of his particularly in- 
trigued me. A series of light fittings of 
equal wattage were suspended from a rod, 
and beneath them was a foot candle meter. 
This meter registered 28 foot candles and 
he placed over the bulb a small anodised 
aluminium reflector which shot the meter 
to 86 foot candles. (These figures are 
from memory, but I feel certain as to their 
accuracy.) He then placed the meter 
under one of those so-called daylight 
lamps and the meter dropped to 8 or 6 
foot candles. 

The most interesting experiment was 


- when a refiector—anodised to a _ blue 


colour~—was placed over a normal gas- 
filled bulb; the light efficiency was both 
increased and a light approaching day- 
light was produced. It was certainly the 
most successful light I have seen, and 
tests on fabrics proved to me at least that 
there was a great deal in this simple in- 
vention. In lighting generally he seemed 
to have gone very far. ; 

May 23.—It was a further coincidence 
that after seeing this Swedish aeroplane 
—thinking of aluminium—I should have 
met Maxwett Fry, whose most recent 
excitement was a trip from Helsingfors 
to Croydon by air.. The journey took nine 
hours as against the three days outward 
journey by train and boat. Fry was very 
enthusiastic about air travelling. 

Alvar Alto he met out there and 
describes as a jolly, popular, erudite and 
busy person. Apparently his work in 
actual fact is as attractive as the photo- 
graphs one has seen and that, in the case 
of contemporary architecture, is a thing 
that can rarely be said.

Fry describes him as the architect in Fin- 
land who will, in future, receive the 
majority of the finest architectural com- 
missions. In,short, he has arrived and 
moved office from his home into town.

I suppose that a résumé of the conyer. 
sations might afford a suitable topic for 
a “Diary,” but for the life of me T can- 
not reduce conversations to logical con. 
clusions since so many of the remarks 
never achieve a conclusion. I know this 
only too well because I was commissioned 
to write a series of articles which were 
in effect, verbatim reports on discussions 
to do with building equipment. Ov: 
Arup, the engineer, was first on the list, 
and it is impossible to conceive the dif. 
ficulties of making such conversations 
read sense. Get your secretary to take 
down your conversation with any person 
you regard as being intelligent and then 
read her typewritten transcript! 

In that transcript you will find bad 
grammar, extremely obvious and banal 
remarks, a great use of the personal 
pronoun, an incoherent set of thoughts 
and no conclusive evidence whatsoever. 

It is a form of investigation about one 
self that every person should attempt.

The Holidays-with-Pay Movement and 

the Countryside. 

Sir,—Your recent special number on 
“Buildings for Sport and Recreation ”’ 
appeared at an opportune time. On the 
very day it. was published there was 
issued the Report of the Committee on 
Holidays with Pay. This in itself would 
have been ample justification for your 
special number. If the recommendations 
of the Committee are accepted, some 18} 
million workers will receive their wages 
in advance when they take their annual 
holiday, as compared with the present 
73 millions. 

A simple calculation, allowing for the 
fact that some of the additional 103 mil- 
lion workers are married and others not, 
shows that approximately 25 million 
people, including children, will be directly 
affected by the proposals. As the Report 
states, a large percentage of them will 
go to the recognised holiday centres, 
many of them for the first time. It is, 
indeed, reasonable to believe that the 
crowds visiting these centres will be 
doubled or trebled. 

The purpose of this letter is to point 
out the immensity of the problems with 
which the local authorities, in particular 
those on the coast, are going to be faced 
in the next year or two, the unlimited 
opportunities the movement should offer 
to planners and architects, and the 
vast damage that can arise from it if it 
is not conducted into the right channels. 

There can be no doubt that the coast, 
as the country’s primary recreation 
centre, will receive the brunt of this great 
social development. In many coastal 
regions the numbers of visitors will be at 
least trebled. The movement will affect, 
almost exclusively, those in receipt of 
less than £5 a week pay. This means 
that cheap accommodation will. have to 
be available, and this in turn meang the 
creation of either cheap hotels and board- 
ing houses, or temporary huts and camps, 
or both. 

‘The greatest danger, from the point of 
view of preserving the amenities, lies in 
the temporary or semi-temporary struc- 
tures. Untold damage to the otherwise 
beautiful coast-line has already resulted 
from haphazardly placed and badly de- 
signed huts and shacks. Unless the ut- 
most care is taken, unless control is very 
greatly tightened up, and unless the struc- 
tures are brought within the province of 
the planning and architectural professions 
—it will be for the first time—we shall 
very 800n have no decent coast-line left, 
and os but chaos will remain.

Salaried Architects and the R.1.B.A. 

Sir,—My Executive Committee appre- 
ciate the reference in Mr. Beard’s letter 
in your columns of May 20 to the work 
of the A.A.S.T.A. in connection with the 
ban on the transfer ‘of temporary 
assistants between certain well-known 
public offices. As Mr. Beard points out, 
the A.A.S.T.A. has incontrovertible 
evidence of this ban, which has been 
submitted to us by assistants who have 
had direct contact with it, and which has 
in turn been submitted by the Association 
to the Salaried Members’ Committee of 
the R.I.B.A. 

It was considered that, if the Royal 
Institute could be induced to declare its 
opposition to this obvious injustice to 
assistants, the Chiefs of the Departments 
concerned, being all members of the 
Institute, would speedily put a stop to 
the practice. 

The Association is pursuing the matter 
further by taking up the points raised by 
Mr. Beard, about which there is every 


reason for dissatisfaction, with the 
Executive Committee of the Institute.

The Replanning of Central Areas. 


Srr,—On all sides one hears a chorus of 
indignant protests against the chaotic 
and uneconomic conditions that exist 
to-day in the central areas of so many 
of our older towns. Owing to antiquated 
street patterns and inadequate carriage- 
ways, traffic is becoming more and more 
congested. Much inconvenience arises 
from the haphazard location of the 
functional parts of some towns, while in 
many instances obsolete buildings occupy 
valuable sites required for modern 
industry and commerce. These are only 
a few aspects of the problem that require 
serious and immediate attention. 

In the Greater London region the tale 
of the amazing tangle—caused by 
extravagance and folly in the past—is 
described at length in the recently 
published Bressey - Lutyens Report, 
entitled ‘‘The Highway Development 
Survey, 1937.” 

It is high time, indeed, that all urban 
authorities should make full use of the 
powers contained in the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1932, whereby 
statutory replanning schemes can be 
prepared for built-up areas. The Act 
excludes from the powers of planning 
what have been described as “ static 
areas,’ i.e, areas where no _ public 
improvements are likely to be made for 
some time, but reflection will show that 
such cases are extremely rare. 

When embarking on a replanning 
scheme, the planning authority should, 
in the first place, make an exhaustive 
civic survey so as to determine the actual 
needs of their built-up area and the trend 
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of its future redevelopment. Due xogard 
must be paid to the requirements of 
industries of various kinds, commerce, 
transport, and housing, and this means 
that a map showing road and zoning pro- 
posalg should be prepared. This map 
should aim at securing that, as and when 
any land in the area is redeveloped, it 
will be allocated to the use for which it 
is best fitted and most needed. The map 
should also indicate the road widenings 
and new roads which ure considered 
necessary for the relief of traffic. The 
questions of car parks and open spaces 
should: also. receive special attention 
during the early stages of the scheme. 

In the case of certain cities, it seems 
inevitable that some portion of their 
growth will have to be decentralised into 
‘* satellite ’’ towns. 

A few cities—notably Manchester, 
Liverpool, Sheffield and Leicester—are 
now tackling this complex problem of 
replanning their central areas with 
determination. Others should follow 
their example without delay, for there is 
little’ doubt that notwithstanding the 
many golden opportunities already lost, 
industrial towns can still do something 
to mitigate the evils of existing disorder 
and congestion, and also to prevent even 
worse abuses in the future.

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RENOVATIONS AT WESTMINSTER ABBEY 


13th-CENTURY GLASS IN 
THE EASTERN ARM 


By J]. G. NOPPEN, F.S.A. 


Two works of renovation of especial 
interest and importance are at present in 
progress in Westminster Abbey church. 
They are the cleaning of the fabric and 
monuments of the Chapel of St. Edmund 
and St. Thomas on the south side of the 
ambulatory, and the upper stages of the 
Chapel of St. Edward. The former work 
is now almost finished. Both chapels 
form part of the church as rebuilt by King 
Henry III between 1245 and 1255. 


The Chapel of St. Edmund (King and 
martyr) and St. Thomas (Becket) is one 
of the four radiating chapels which sur- 
round the eastern arm of the church. 
Its architectural character is similar to 
that of the chapels belonging to such 
thirteenth-century French cathedrals as 
Amiens and Rheims. The type is not 
found elsewhere in England. In form, 
the chapel is based on the octagon; but 
incomplete because the line of the 
ambulatory cuts off its two northern 
sides. Thus, on plan, it is an irregular 
heptagon with a very wide north side, 
which is occupied by the great open arch 
dividing the chapel from the ambulatory. 
The capitals of this arch are linked by 
a wooden tie-beam built in with. the 
work, and, below, the arch is closed by 
a fifteenth-century oaken screen about 
8 ft. high. with a door in the middle. The 
two southern sides and the adjoining 
eastern one have _ two-light lancet 
windows with sexfoiled circles above; the 
other eastern side and the two on the 
west are blank, but have blind tracery 
similar to that of the windows. The 
cusp-terminations of the sexfoiled circles 


are here carved as originally were those’ 


of the windows; but the latter have been 
restored. 

At the level of the window-sills there is 
a wall passage which runs through the 
piers into the adjoining Chapel of St. 
Nicholas and ends in. the thickness of 
the wall of the vestibule of the Chapel of 
Henry VII. Under the sills was a. wall 
arcade, of which the greater part is either 
destroyed or hidden by monuments. On 
the north-east side it is almost complete, 
and in the spandrils are carvings of St. 
Margaret and the dragon, and an angel 
holding two crowns. 

In respect to the interest of its monu- 
ments, this chapel is second only to that 
of the Confessor, and since they and the 
walls have been cleansed of dust, the 
chapel and its contents are more beauti- 
ful than could previously have been 
imagined. Against the screen, on the 
east, is the tomb and effigy of John of 
Eltham, d. 1337, a» younger son of 
Edward II. The alabaster effigy carries a 
carved shield: (England with a border of 
French lilies), which is perhaps the 
finest example of heraldic art that has 
survived. In niches around the tomb are 
little figures of “‘ weepers,” every one a 
masterly piece of sculpture. Against the 
screen on the west of the entrance is the 
tomb of William of Valence, d. 1296. This 
has a stone sub-base on which is -a 
wooden chest, and on this lies a wooden 
effigy decorated with Limoges enamels. 
The large shield is also enamelled with 
de Valence arms: burelly silver and azure 
an orle of martlets gules. It is probable 
that both these monuments were origin- 
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A 17TH-CENTURY SKETCH OF THE CHAPTER HOUSE AT WESTMINSTER, 
FROM A BODLEIAN MANUSCRIPT. 


The drawing of the Chapter House here reproduced is of great interest. The inscription 
reads : ‘‘ The fforme of the place wherein the Records are kepte in Westm Abbey nowe the 
threasurye. It is a round place like the Temple Church with 6 or 7 longe windowes of greate 
height square within and vauted over and a piller of stone in the middst.”’ Although roughly 
drawn and inaccurate as to proportion, the drawing gives a good idea of the early glazing. 
The shields are shown as if seen from within, but the exterior battlemented parapet is 
indicated. The original vault was taken down in the middle of the eighteenth century, 
and the windows were built up. A door was cut in the north side. The central column and 
its springers eee the floor of an upper storey. The Chapter House was restor 
by the late Sir G. G. Scott about 1866, hs the records' were removed to Chancery Lane. 


It is probable that the draughtsman made the sketch from notes, and took liberties 


with the shields and other details. The large circles in the arch heads were sex foiled, as 
they have been restored. This is guaranteed by the blind tracery in’the nortl.-west bays 


which was accepted as a guide by Sir Gilbert Scott. The stones of the old vault were - 


used to build up the west window, and these gave the restorer the section of the ribs. 
The thrust of the vault was in part supported by iron tie-bars radiating from the capi 
of the central column to the angles of the octagon ; but these have not been replaced. 
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‘1 the Chapel of St. Edward the 
Saink. and were moved to make room 
for kings and queens. There is record of 
an order to the abbot to move John’s 
tomb to a place *‘ entre les roials,” having 
been given in 1351 by King Edward III, 
and about 1394 Richard. II ordered a 
tomb to be moved to make way for that 
of Anne of Bohemia. The latter may 
have been the de Valence tomb. William 
de ‘Valence was a half-brother of Henry 
III, and two of his children, John and 
Margaret, were buried in the Confessor’s 
Chapel, where they still lie. Their tomb- 
stones are now hidden by the step on 
which Henry V’s tomb stands. The 
canopied monument and effigy of Sir 
Bernard Brocas, ¢c. 1400, against the 
south wall of the chapel have also been 
cleaned, and that of Frances, Duchess 
of Suffolk, a noble Renaissance tomb in 
the medieval tradition. The effigy wears 
an ermine mantle, and a coronet. On the 
north-west side is the large canopied 
monument of Edward Talbot, Earl of 
Shrewsbury, d. 1618. It is of various 
marbles, and cleaning has shown that the 
effigies were coloured. In the middle 
of the chapel is the beautiful brass of 
Eleanor de Bohun, Duchess of Gloucester, 
which shows Eleanor in a widow’s veil 
and mantle, lying under a triple canopy. 
All these monuments, now cleaned, with 
their various coloured stones, marbles and 
alabasters, and here and there splashes 
of rich colour and bright enamel, create a 
general effect of surprising beauty. The 
renovation of this chapel and its con- 
tents is the most striking work that has 
been performed in the church in recent 
times. 

The work on the upper stages of the 
Chapel of St. Edward has required a 
platform to be erected at triforium level, 
on which scaffolding has been built to 
reach the clearstory. Here, in the east 
window, are the most important remnants 
of thirteenth-century glass which have 
survived at the Abbey. They include fine 
shields of the arms of England (three 
golden leopards on a field gules), Corn- 
wall (silver a lion gules crowned gold 
within a border sable bezanty) and Pro- 
vence (gold four pales gules). These 
shields are to be placed in lower windows 
where they can be better seen, and the 
glass in the clearstory window is to be 
rearranged under the supervision of Mr. 
G. Kruger Gray, F.S.A. According to a 
seventeenth-century drawing at the 
Bodleian library, the windows of the 
Chapter House formerly contained 
shields of this type, and so also did the 
lower windows of the church. The sur- 
viving shields are probably part of the 
glazing done during the reign of Henry 
III, perhaps in 1253, when glazing was 
certainly in progress. The accounts for 
that year include various purchases of 
glass, and mention the name of Laurence, 
Vitriarius, who may have been the 
master. Other glaziers who worked at 
the Abbey were Edward le Verrer, who 
appears in the Close Roll for July 6, 1262. 
when he was given a Master’s robe, and 
John of Bristol, who was paid large sums 
for glazing in the church about 1290. In 
1253 both white and coloured glass were 
purchased in considerable quantities, and 
the accounts show that the former was 
half the price of the latter. The glass was 
delivered in parcels at 6s. a parcel for 
white and 19s. for coloured; but, unfortu- 
nately, there is nothing to indicate how 
much a parcel contained. It must, how- 
ever, have been a considerable quantity 
a8 12s. in 1253 would be the equivalent 
of about £24 to-day. 
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THE PREVENTION OF VIBRATION IN 
BUILDINGS : 


Tuat the surveyor is nowadays frequently 
faced with the problem of vibration in 
buildings, whether he be a building surveyor, 
quantity surveyor, or a member of the 
branches of the profession dealing with the 
management of property, was the introduc- 
tory statement made by Mr. J. Francis 
Smith, F.R.I.B.A. (Chartered Surveyor), 
when he read a paper, ‘‘ The Prevention of 
Vibration in Buildings,’’ at a recent ordinary 
general meeting of the Chartered Surveyors’ 
Institution. 

He went on to say that while the problem 
is, in the final stages, within the province 
of the engineer, it is obvious that  sur- 
veyors should have some knowledge of the 
methods which can be adopted to mitigate 
the trouble of transmitted vibration. 

‘“ As to whether buildings generally are 
likely to be seriously affected by normal 
vibration, it. can be _ stated that the con- 
ditions arising in buildings on a good sub- 
soil are unlikely to have effect upon the 
structure, whether these vibrations are 
caused by machinery running in the build- 
ing or are imposed by external traffic 
sources. It must not be assumed from this 
statement that vibrations cannot have 
effect upon the structure, since numerous cases 
can be cited where vibration has resulted 
in a compacting of the subsoil, and so caused 
settlement to occur. Vibrations have also 
been responsible for the cracking of plaster 
ceilings. 

‘The reason that vibration assumes a 

serious aspect is that human sensibility is such 
that vibration in buildings may become 
unbearable long before the structure is 
affected. Inasmuch as practically all forms 
of machinery have been successfully isolated 
from the building in which they are 
situated, it is the duty of the members of 
our profession who are responsible for the 
design, erection and maintenance of build- 
ings to see that machinery is so isolated 
that there is no possibility of its becoming 
source of nuisance. : 
- The speaker then went on to deal at some 
length with the nature of vibration, the 
spheres of sensibility and instruments used 
for measuring the amplitude and frequency 
of vibration. On the subject of practical 
building isolation from traffic vibration, he 
pointed out that there was no published 
record of any large-scale examination of the 
problem of traffic vibrations carried out on 
buildings in this country, but very careful 
investigation was made in Germany in con- 
nection with the building of Shell House in 
Berlin. Measurements were taken by means 
of a seismograph when the site was exca- 
vated, and the results of those measurements 
indicated the possibility of considerable 
incoming vibration. Accordingly, steps were 
taken to design the building so that an air 
space was contrived between the retaining 
walls on all sides of the building and the 
main structure, to protect the building from 
the effects of traffic vibration. In addition, 
the whole building stood upon a concrete 
_— having @ minimum thickness of about 

t. 


Transmission Factors. 

Continuing, the speaker said: The prin- 
cipal factors which influence the transmission 
of external vibration to the carcasses of 
buildings may be considered under the fol- 
lowing headings : (a) The subsoil conditions ; 
(6) the street and traffic conditions; (c) 
design and construction of the building and 
the use of isolating materials. Under the 
first section normal building subsoils can 
roughly be classified as rock, chalk, clay, 
sand and gravel. Both rock and chalk 
transmit vibration readily and have a par- 
tiality for the higher frequencies. Clay and 
sand, on the other hand, are chiefly affected 
by the lower frequencies, and particularly so 
if wet. 

The best building soil for the minimisation 





of the effects of vibration is undoubtedly 
firm, dry gravel. A waterlogged subsoil 
demands special precautions against the 
transmission of vibration, and, in the case of 
Shell House previously described, which 
stands near the banks of a canal, the high- 
ground water-level influenced the design of 
the foundations. The ideal conditions in 
regard to streets are, of course, smooth 
surfaces and the absence of uneven expan- 
sion joints across the road. Pavement and 
paving stones may be separated from the face 
of the building with some form of elastic 
joint, and, for the reasons previously given, 
adequate subsoil drainage is desirable. 

Buildings should be designed to have a 
low natural frequency with foundations 
taken to as great a depth as possible, having 
regard to the nature of the subsoil. To this 
end the use of a massive sole plate and 
retaining wall to provide the inertia so 
desirable at the base of the building is a 
fundamental principle. 


It is a valuable practice to introduce 
through vertical joints between those parts 
of the building which are of unequal height, 
pereeey on soils which may be subject 


to unequal settlement and where the raft 
type of foundation is impracticable. Those 
parts of the _ building which contain 


machinery and the services could be success- 
fully isolated by means of complete vertical 
severance. 


Finally, it is necessary to consider the use 
of isolation material incorporated in the 
foundation design. It is an axiom of all 
vibration work that the natural frequency of 
the system to be isolated must be lower than 
the frequency imposed upon it by the 
incoming vibrations. Traffic vibrations. 
usually have frequencies which lie between 
9 hertz and 25 hertz. Our _ present 
knowledge of the natural frequency under 
load on the common materials used for 
isolation purposes is largely based on the 
work of Messrs. B. E. Eisenhauer and F. G. 
Tyzzer, who have given data for cork, com- 
pressed cork, felt, asbestos, rubber, etc. 
These figures are based upon test conditions 
under static loads. Although the National 
Physical Laboratory has devised instruments 
whereby the actual transmissibility of such 
materials under live loads could be tested, 
no results have been given in the official 
literature published by the Laboratory. 

The full benefit of cork or any other 
isolating material used in structural isolation 
is only derived if the material is heavily 
loaded. As an instance; under a load of 
100 Ib. to the sq. in., the natural frequency 
of a 1-in. thickness of natural cork is about 
18 hertz. This may still further be reduced 
by increasing the thickness of the material 
to, say, 4 in., when the natural frequency 
becomes approximately 9 hertz. Such a low 
frequency. can be obtained only with this 
very high loading, and it may be pointed 
out that materials of this nature cannot be 
expected to support very high loads without 
changing their physical characteristics. 


It is extremely doubtful whether the 
resilient materials on the market provide 
with safety of loading much protection 
against vibration transmission of very low 
frequencies when used as structural units. 
They do, however, provide protection against 
higher frequencies, and in particular against 
those in the audible range, and their use 
in machinery isolation is referred to later. 

To summarise the position, the isolation of 
the structure by constructional design against 
the traffic vibration should be considered if 
u vibration survey of the cleared site shows 
this to be necessary. The amelioration of 
such trouble when a building is completed is 
a very difficult matter. and is best tackled 
at the source, since adequate protection by 
structural alteration is usually impossible. 
The resurfacing of a road or the provision 
of modern welded rail tracks is, on the other 
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hand, a comparatively simple matter. In the 
ease of old property, and particularly 
domestic property, good road conditions are 
of paramount importance. 


Machinery Isolation. 

Dealing with machinery isolation, the 
speaker continued : One of the most impor- 
tant aspects of vibration problems met with 
by the surveyor in general practice is that 
which arises in connection with machinery 
which is situated in buildings. Most 
machinery in motion Gives rise to some form 
of vibration, and, unless steps are taken to 


‘isolate machines from the floors or founda- 


tions upon which they stand, there is a like- 
lihood of complaints arising. 

It is necessary to refer in a little more 
detail to the axiom mentioned in a precedin 
paragraph. This may be simply explaine 
by saying that if a force, having a frequency 
of, say, hertz, is imposed upon a system 
having a natural frequency of 10 hertz, the 
low natural frequency of the system will 
resist the exciting force and very little 
vibration will be transmitted to the founda- 
tion. If, therefore, a machine is separated 
from its foundation by an elastic medium 
which will so lower the natural frequencv 
of the whole system that it is well below 
any disturbing. frequency in the machine, 
the building will be relieved of much of the 
transmitted vibration. 

The dynamic forces in machinery may be 
broadly divided into two main groups—(a) 
those setting up impact forces, and (5) those 
setting up oscillatory vibrations. In the 
case of (a), the laws of the impact of bodies 
are aligned to the laws of vibration. An 
impact of a press, guillotine or power 
hammer excites the subsoil or structure to 
vibrate at its natural frequency. Therefore 
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the elastic medium separating the installation 
from the subsoil or structure must satisfy 
the following requirements : (1) It must have 
a@ natural frequency below the natural 
frequency of the subsoil or structure; (2) it 
must have a natural frequency sufficiently 
removed from the number of impacts within 
a given period to avoid resonance; (3) it 
must allow for a certain freedom of move- 
ment of the installation in the direction of 
the impact. 

Requirements (1) and (2) are fulfilled by 
the use of spring mounting in the case of 
machines having impacts up to 150 per 
minute. The third point is largely controlled 
by the use of a massive foundation, which 
ensures reasonable working conditions of the 
machine. 

With oscillatory vibrations, the rule pre- 
viously given of a low natural frequency to 
the installation is strictly observed. In all 
cases emphasis must be made of the. import- 
ance of avoiding the sphere of resonance. If 
one of the natural periods of the installation 
happens to coincide with the frequency of the 
exciting vibration, the machine, when work- 
ing at this frequency, is quite likely to in- 
crease the amplitude at every stroke or revo- 
lution until eventually disruptive forces are 
set up. In some cases provision is made 
where machinery is spring-mounted, par- 
ticularly in the case of rotary machinery, for 
a special form of damping to come into 
operation in the range of resonance so that. 
this condition is provided for when the 
machine is started up. 

The various materials available for machine 
insulation include cork, felt, rubber 
cylinders and combinations of cork and 
felt in layers, and units of rubber vul- 
canised to steel capable of taking up com- 
pressive and tensile forces. Plates of natural

Mounting of Machinery. 


The following are the three pring 
methods by which machinery may fF pic 
either upon springs or resilient materials. 
(a) Directly upon the springs, resilient si) 
or pads; (6) upon a concrete base With 
slab or spring interposed between the by 
and the floor of the building; (c) with i 
springs incorporated in the conerete shh 
itself: The correct design of dynamical 
loaded foundations is an engineerin; problen 
within the province of a spedigiia, and 
should always be referred to him if a satis 
factory job is to be obtained. 

The first type of mounting can be applici 
to most forms of light machinery, such » 
electric motors and fans, where the exciting 
frequency is high and the frame of th 
machine itself is not likely to become di. 
torted. Wherever such distortion is likely 
to occur, or where there is direct coupliz 
between, say, the fan and the motor, iti: 
necessary to utilise the second form of 
mounting. 

The concrete slab has, in addition, anothe 
function to perform. In the case of ligh 
machinery, or where the revolutions are » 
low that an additional loading of the sprins 
is necessary to obtain the requisite compre 
sion, this slab acts as a loading slab. 

For practical approximation the weight 0 
the slab should be at least equal to the weight 
of the machines which are to be mouniel 
thereon. It is important to see that ther 
is no contact between the isolation slab ai 
the surrounding parts of the building. Wher 
machines are mounted on the gromi 
floor, an air space provides the most effective f 
isolation between the sides of the foundatio 
block. : 

The final form of mounting is particulary 
applicable where a very low natural frequenty 
is required to bring the frequency of tl 
installation helow that of the exci 
frequency, since long springs are usuill 
necessary, and, if these are housed in th 
thickness of the concrete block, much vat 
able space is saved. ‘This method has av 
been used with great success to isolate del 
cate machinery and instruments such # 
X-ray apparatus from incoming vibrations 
such as those set up by power hammers. , 

To summarise the position, it may be # 
that the success of machinery installations 
in buildings is governed by the follows 
factors : The machines themselves shou ;

Tue aims of “ Fountain House,” 
which are twofold, are, first, to 
supply comfortable and spacious 
homes of a type worthy of the tradi- 
tions of. the district, but, :neverthe- 
less, having the simplicity. and 
compactness demanded by modern 
conditions; and, second, to weave 
these 60 flats into. an architec- 
tural entity which would express 
the character of its component 
parts clearly and simply. 

PLaNNING. — Everything, from 
general planning to detail work, 
has- been carried out with these 
aims in mind. One of the most 
modern garages in London occupies 
the whole of the basement and 
parts of the lower-ground and 
ground floors, and is conveniently 
connected by a private telephone 
to the flats. The whole building is 
centrally heated, gas being selected 
to avoid noise and dirt. Every pre- 
caution against the transmission of 
sound from one flat to another has 
been taken, and even the most 
hypersensitive, it is claimed, would 
have to admit that there is no cause 
for complaint. 

Each flat in itself consists of two 
parts; the service quarters being 
entirely separated and having their 
own entrance, stairs and lifts, and, 
of course, bathrooms. 

The decoration and planning of 
the entrance hall, lifts and stairs 
have been given particular atten- 
tion, it being realised that a very 
high standard would be necessary 
in order that the dignity of Park- 
lane might be maintained within 
the building. 

Construction. — Following are 
brief notes on the arrangement and 
construction :-— 

The basement is entirely 
occupied by the garage. On the 
lower ground floor is the garage 
and plant for heating. The ground 
floor contains the entrance hall, 
flats, shops and filling station. On 
the floors above are flats.

There are six passenger and three 
service lifts. Heating is by low- 
pressure hot-water gas boilers, with 
radiator plates. Sound-proofing of 
floors has been achieved by use of 
hollow tiles and battens on rubber 
insulated floor clips. 

There are felt strips under boards 
and quilting between battens. As 
regards the walls between fiats, 
there are double partitions, with 
quilting between. 

The building was constructed by 
Sir Robert McAlpine and Sons, 
Ltd., of reinforced concrete, to the

Site. 

Tue new building has been erected 
for Brighton Corporation on the site 
of the old fire station at Preston- 
circus. This is a traffic centre from 
which roads radiate, giving quick 
access to all parts of the town. 
Traffic at Preston-circus is regu- 
lated by a system of traffic lights. 
By means of a switch in the watch- 
room of the fire station all the lights 
are turned to the “stop ”’ position, 
thus allowing the machines a quick 
turn-out. 


New Boiiprnes.—It was essential 


to retain the existing appliance 
room and watch-room, together with 
the workshops and recreation room 
at the rear of the site for the use 
of the fire brigade until the first 
section of the aew building was 
complete. The ‘buildings on the 
south-east corner of the site were 
first demolished, thus providing 
space for the first section of the 
new building: In this first section 
were planned all the essential units 
of the complete fire station, so that 
it could be handed over fully 
equipped before the old station was 
taken down. 


Accommodation. 

On the ground floor the ap- 
pliance room contains space for 
eight full-size machines and other 
equipment. Glazed teak folding 
doors give on to street at the front 
and drill yard at the back. The 
street doors are fitted with quick- 
opening gear with electrical release 
device. Two workshop bays at the 
east end of the building are fitted 
up for repair and overhauling work. 
There are folding doors at front and 
rear as for the appliance room. 
Each bay has a long repair pit and 
overhead travelling lifting tackle.

All fire calls and messages are 


received in the watch-room, and the 
alarms are transmitted through the 
building by call bells and call lights, 
appliance indicator panels, etc. 
G.P.O. and _  intercommunicating 
telephones are also operated from 
here. The fire alarm instrument 
board occupies the whole of the 
north wall of the room. East and 
west sides of the room are glazed 
s9 as to give direct supervision of 
the appliance room and_ public 
entrance hall. On the south wall are 
two built-in folding bunks for use 
of night duty men. Other accom- 
modation may be studied from the 
plan. 

In the basement (under watch- 
room, etc.) is the electrical intake 
room, battery room, lavatory, and 
fuel store.

In the sub-basement is the boiler 
room. Here are the twin gravity- 
feed boilers for the indirect hot 
water and central heating system, 
fed by means of hoppers from the 
fuel piled directly over them in the 
fuel store. 

The basement, under uniform 
oom, contains a room which is 
fitted up for hose-drying, or which 
can be used for smoke drill. It is 
artificially ventilated by an inlet 
fan coupled to a unit heater and an 
extract duct connected up to an 
extract fan on the roof. 

MEzzANINE.—On this are the bath- 
room unit (consisting of a changing 
room with two hath cubicles and 
one shower), clothes-drying cup- 
board, and station officer’s store. 
All these are reached from the 
half landing of the men’s staircase.

Construction. 


The external walls generally are 
built of 134-in. brickwork, faced 
with light medium Crowborough 
facings.

The main building is steel-framed 
up to level of second floor; elsewhere 
the loads of beams and floor slabs 
are received by the walls.

Basement walls, floors 
and ceilings are in reinforced con- 
crete tanked with asphalt.

~ Paroadcest talk on the competition, 
which was limited to architects in 
Ireland, Mr. Manning Robertson, 
M.LP.I., M.R.I.A.I., said: “ This modern 
problem is naturally and wisely solved 
in a modern manner, and any comparison 
of the drawings should be made with the 
cost of administration and ease of super- 
vision in mind as well as with the more 
obvious architectural and engineering 
requirements ... I am confident that 
an up-to-date establishment such as is 
presented in our winning design would 
be a tremendous financial asset to the 
borough, and would draw visitors from 
all parts, thus securing a circulation of 
money which would increase prosperity 
directly and indirectly all round.... It 
should be remembered that the baths are 
really only the climax or focal point. of a 
comprehensive scheme of coastal plan- 
ning which will eventually enable one to 
drive along the whole stretch: from Sea- 
point to Killiney, following almost 
entirely along the line of the coast.” 

Following are points from the winner’s 
report :— 

It was considered a fundamental require- 
‘ment in the development of the design that 
the swimming pool and its associated build- 
ings should receive a maximum of direct 
sunshine at all times of the day. This re- 
quirement has been satisfied by placing the 
greater part of buildings on the north side 
of the pool. 

Barners.—The requirements of the good 
swimmers dictated a championship course 
330 ft. long by 60 ft. wide, fully equipped 
with diving i and polo pitch. The non- 
swimmers and learners are provided with a 
pool 110 ft. by 120 ft., of depth varying from 
zero to approximately 5 ft deep, connected 
with but screened from the main pool to 
allow of this pool being used without inter- 
ference with the championship course. 1,200 
bathers can be accommodated at peak 
periods.

the maximum of availability. 

Construction.—R.C. construction has 
been adopted. The structure generally would 
be supporrted on concrete piers from the 
rock, and be a typical beam-and-column con- 
struction, with cavity covering wall. It was 
considered expedient to cantilever the floors 
and roof of the slipper baths so that con- 
tinuous windows are obtained to light the 
baths and the machinery rooms _ beneath. 
Roofs would be concrete laid to slight falls, 
finished with’ asphalt and ‘white concrete 
tiles. The pool would be of reinforced con- 
crete, carried on piers from the rock. It is 
suggested it be lined with predast polished 
concrete slabs, coloured as desired. 

The cost cf buildings, pools, terraces and 
roads, etc., is estimated at £92,376.

THE BUILDER 


LONDON BUILDING BY-LAWS—xiIll 


By ALFRED H. BARNES, F.R.1.B.A., M.I.Struct.E., and C. ROLAND WOODS, M.B.E., LL.B. 


SECTION 2.—EMPIRICAL RULES— 


continued. 


Condition as to Overhanging Walling. 

ConpiTiIon (0) of by-law No. 51 refers to 
the extent to which one part of a wall 
may overhang the part beneath it. 

Referring again to paragraph 2 of Part 1 
of the Second Schedule to the London 
Building Act, 1930, it was therein required 
that no part of a wall of brick, stone or 
similar substance should overhang any 
part beneath by more than 6 inches, that 
any such projection should be properly 
corbelled out, and that the side of the 
wall opposite to the corbelling should be 
carried up vertically “‘ in continuation of 
the inner face* thereof.”’ No control was 
imposed on any overhang in a concrete 
wall. 

Condition (b) of by-law No. 51 differs 
from the Second Schedule of the 1930 Act 
in many particulars. 

In the first place, taken in conjunction 
with condition (a) condition (’) controls 
the overhang of plain concrete walls as 
well as walls of brick and block construc- 
tion. 

It also excludes from the ambit of its 
requirements the case of the overhang of 
one -part of a wall over the part beneath 
it which naturally occurs in the case of 
a recess, whereas the universal enforce- 
ment of the Second Schedule Clause 
would have had the effect of limiting the 
depth of a recess to six inches. 

Obviously, the effect on the stability of 
a wall (in regard to its tendency to over- 
turn due to the eccentricity of loading) 
would be greater in the case of a six-inch 
overhang on a thin wall than the same 
amount of overhang on a thick wall. In 
other words, if the Schedule requirements 
were safe in the case of the thin wall, they 
must have been too restrictive-on a thick 
wall—or vice versa. : 

The new by-law expresses the permis- 
sible overhang in terms of proportion, 
namely, one-third the required thickness 
of the wall. 

The Second Schedule of the Act of 1930 
required the projection to be “ well and 
solidly corbelled out.”” The new by-laws 
require the projecting position to be cor- 
belled out or otherwise supported to the 
satisfaction of the district surveyor. 

By requiring the side of the wall 
opposite the corbelling to be carried up 
vertically in continuation of the face of 
the wall, the Second Schedule of the Act 
of 1930 prevented the unloading of the 
wall on the side remote from the over- 
hang, and thereby tended to preserve 
equilibrium, but at the same time it pre- 
vented a corresponding owerhang on that 
side of the wall, which would not only 
be unobjectionable, but by bringing the 
line of the centre of gravity nearer the 
centre of the base, would actually reduce 
the overturning moment occasioned by 
the projection of the overhang on the one 
side only. The condition prescribed by 
by-law No. 51, on the other hand, by 
requiring the projection of the overhang 
to be additional to the required thickness 
of the wall without diminution on the 
opposite side achieves tlie object obtained 
by the Second Schedule of the 1930 Act 
without closing the door to the possibility 





*The use of the term “inner faces” indicates 
that in drawing this paragraph only external over- 
hangs to external walls were visualised, for none 
but an external wal] could have an internal face, 
and jn the case of an internal overhang, if the 
line of the internal face were carried up vertically 
to form the side of the wall, the projecting portion 
would have been detached altogether. 


of an equilibriating overhang on the 
other side of the wall. 

It is perhaps as well at this point to say 
once again that these requirements are 
the empirical requirements for traditional 
walls. There is nothing in the by-laws 
to prevent a calculated wall from assum- 
ing any cross section whatever, provided 
the conditions of Section 3 of Part IV 
of the by-laws are met. 


Conditions as to Storeys in Roofs. 
Condition (c) of by-law No. 51 limits 
the loading of the walls in respect of the 
roof-storeys to one storey in the roof, and 
must be considered in conjunction with 
Condition (d) whereby the floor of that 
storey is to bear on, or to be so attached 
to. the walls as to afford adequate lateral 
support. The only comparable require- 
ment in the earlier law in London is that 
contained in Section 68 (1) of the London 
Building Act, 1930, which limits the 
number of storeys in the roof of a 
domestic building to two without impos- 
ing any condition with regard to the 
manner in which the consequent loading 
is to be brought down on to the walls. 
The effect of condition (c) in the new 
by-law No. 51 is not only to limit the load 
on the walls, but to ensure complete 
triangulation of the roof construction, so 
that the pressure from the floor load 
imposes a‘vertical force on the walls, 
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and, at the same time, afford, 
lateral support.- It is reasonable to eu 
clude that this new condition is enforced 
in view of the altered method of meagyr, 
ing the height of the walls, whereby the 
thickness required for the walls by the 
empirical rules is now only that pre- 
scribed for a wall of the height to the 
eaves, or, in the case of a gable, to half. 
way up the gable; whereas previously the 
thickness was that prescribed for a wall 
of a height extending to the top of the 
topmost storey, which automatically pro- 
vided a thicker wall to support the 
storeys in the roof. 


Conditions as to Storey-heights. 

Condition (d) of by-law No. 51 serves 
to accentuate the distinction to be drawn 
between the term “‘storey-height” ag 
defined in by-law No. 1, and such expres. 
sions as “ the height of one storey,” ete, 
as employed in the Second Schedule to 
the London Building Act, 1930. 

An examination of the Second Schedule 
immediately reveals the fact that in pre. 
senting rules for the thickness of walls 
in relation to their heights, it was pre. 
sumed that the walls would be afforded 
lateral support by the floors. To take an 
example, paragraph 3 of Part II of 
the Second Schedule required that if any 
storey exceeded 16 times the prescribed 
thickness of the walls of that storey, the 
thickness had to beincreased accordingly, 

Section 12 of Part I of the Second 
Schedule was practically a definition of 
the height of a storey as the distance 
between floor to floor or floor to roof, as 
the case may be. Now, in the matter of 
the thickness of a wall in relation to the 
height of a storey, obviously there would 
be no object in taking into consideration | 
the height of the storey if it had not some 
connection with the stability of the wall, 
and there can be little doubt that what 
was meant by the words “‘ the height of 
one storey ”’ in the Second Schedule was 
that part of the wall ‘‘ between the level 
of one lateral support and the level of the 
lateral} support parallel thereto next: 
above,” or, to use the new by-law term, 
“a storey-height.”’ 

It has already been remarked that 
some of the old conditions attaching to 
the empirical rules regulating wall 
thicknesses have been handed down from 
Act to Act in wording which does not 
always secure the effect originally 
envisaged. The rules employing the 
“height of storeys” as a factor m 
securing stability constitute such a case, 
and, as a point of interest, are worthy of 
a moment’s consideration. 

Fig. 1 represents the section of a wall 
36 ft. high (‘‘ measured from the base of 
the wall to the top of the topmost 
storey’), and, say, 40 ft. long. As al 
experiment, let us see how far, in design- 
ing this wall, we can depart from the 
standard of stability obviously intended 
by the Second Schedule of the 1930 Act, 
without transgressing the literal require 
ments. 

The last paragraph of Clause 2 (2) of 
Part II of the Second Schedule provides 
for such a wall in these words :— 

“Tf the wall exceeds 35 ft. in length 
it shall be 174 in. thick for the height 
of one storey, 13 in. thick for the rest 
of its height below the topmost storey 
and 8} in. thick for the rest of its 
height.” 

First, then, we must make the wall 
17} in. thick for the height of one storey; 
this clause does not indicate which storey, 
except that it may not be the topmost 
storey. The most reasonable would 
the lowermost storey, which, according 
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4o the method of measurement prescribed 


in Clause 12 in Part I, extends from the 
underside of the ground-floor joists to the 
underside of the first-floor joists. 

For some reason (possibly that of the 
slope of the site) the underside of the 
ground-floor joists, as shown in the sec- 
tion reproduced, are several feet above 
the foundations. The lowermost piece of 
walling is not within the height of the 
storey, and we are, therefore, not com- 
pelled to carry the 173 in. thickness up 
from the foundations, particularly as 
under Clause 2 of Part 1 we may over- 
hang to any extent up to6 in. By reduc- 
ing the bottom part of the wall, we save 
not only on the walling, but also on the 
foundations. In fact, we are practically 
invited to make this part 13 in. thick by 
the next requirement of Clause 2 (2): 
“13 in. thick for the rest of the height 
below the topmost storey,” which also 
fixes the thickness for the height from 
first floor to second floor. 

It only remains to make the wall of 
the topmost storey 8} in. thick, and we 
have satisfied all the requirements of the 
Act. The extra height of the wall due 
to the addition of the parapet does not 
bring the actual height of the wall above 
40 ft., nor would it have mattered if it 
had, since Clause 10 of Part I permits of 
an unlimited height of parapet without 
regarding it as in any way adding to the 
height of the wall, and, therefore, to the 
required thickness of the wall. 

We follow a common practice in run- 
ning the floor joists parallel to the wall 
without attaching them thereto, but 
nowhere is the thickness of the wall less 
than 7; of the height of the storey 
measured as prescribed. 

From the point of view of building con- 
struction, the position of the floors (which 
may not even be touching the wall), can 
have no influence upon its stability; in 
fact the only planes of lateral support are 
at the base of the wall and at its junction 
with the roof. To borrow the defined term 
from the new by-laws, the “ storey-height ” 
(which is in reality what matters) is 
36 ft., and nowhere is the thickness of the 


wall anything. approximating to one-- 


sixteenth of that dimension. 

‘Now let us consider the effect of the new 
by-laws on the design of the same wall. 

The “ prescribed condition ” (d) of by- 
law No. 51 requires, for the purposes of 
the empirical rules as regards wall thick- 
nesses, that the storey-height be deter- 
mined by “‘ the lateral supports’ afforded 
by the roof and the floors (other than the 
lowest floor) and that the roof and the 
floors in question be so attached to the 
wall as to afford that support. - 

Glancing forward to by-law 54 (d) for 
the thicknesses now required for a wall 
such as illustrated it is seen that :— 


“Tf the wall exceeds thirty-five feet in 
length it shall be seventeen and a half 
ches thick for the lowermost storey- 
height, thirteen inches thick for the rest 
of its height below the topmost storey- 
height and eight and a half inches thick 
for the topmost storey-height.” 

To bring the wall into conformity with 
the new by-laws we must therefore ensure 
that the wall is divided into proper storey- 
heights by attaching the floors to the 
ori in a manner whereby the necessary 
ateral support will be afforded, and also 


we must start the 174 in. wall from the 
base. 


a for the exception: in condition (d) 
of by-law No. 51 with regard to the lowest 

oor determining a storey height, the 
Owermost storey-height would have con- 
sisted of the few feet between the base and 
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the ground floor, and we could have satis- 
fied the by-laws with a 17}-in. wall for 
these few feet and have carried up in 
13-in, work from the ground floor to the 
second floor. .The by-laws, however, 
anticipated that possibility of evasion. 
The condition does, however, provide for 
the case where the distance from the base 
to the ground floor constitutes a reason- 
able storey-height by the added proviso :— 

** Provided that where the lowest floor is 
attached to the walls in the manner afore- 
said at a level not less than eight feet 


above the bases of the walls, the lateral 


support of such floor may be regarded as 
determining storey-heights.” 


We cannot profit by this proviso in the 
present instance, however, for even were 
we willing to increase this distance, it 
would involve an increase in the total 
height of the wall, which would put it 
outside the category of 40-ft. walls. The 
174-in. walling must therefore be carried 
up from the base to the point of support 
of the first floor—(and be it noted that the 
new by-law does not leave the choice to 
the builder as to which storey-height is to 
be 173-in. thick; it is ‘“‘ the lowermost 
storey-height’’). As regards the rest of 
the wall, the thicknesses are the same as 
those required by the Second Schedule of 
the 1930 Act, subject to the floors being so 
attached to the walls as to afford adequate 
lateral support. 

The by-law does not lay down any par- 
ticular method of attachment to meet the 
case where the joists are not bearing on 


the wall, but this should not present any ~ 


difficulty when it is remembered that 
while the wall is plumb, the restraint re- 
quired to keep it so is comparatively 
slight and might well be afforded, for 
instance, by an occasional stout steel strap 
with one end turned at right angles and 
screwed to the side of the joist: next the 
wall, and the other end similarly turned 
and built into the wall. The floor board- 
ing would be more than sufficient to 
transmit to the other joists the slight 
lateral stresses imposed on the end_ joist, 
and, moreover, the horizontal diaphragm 
formed by the floor would act as a solid 
truss stiffening the joists concerned. In 
any case the lateral support to the wall 
must be to the satisfaction of the district 
surveyor.

FEES OF THE QUANTITY SURVEYOR. 
(Continued. ) 


. ScHEDULEs of jfrofessional charges . have 
been at various times drawn up by the 
organisations® controlling the profession of 
quantity surveyor; as those of the Chartered 
Surveyors’ Institution have been framed, in 
so far as they cover common ground, in 
accordance with the charges authorised by 
other professional organisations, the schedule 
of that body will be treated here. It 
should be remembered, however, that there 
also exists a schedule of professional fees 
applicable to members of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects who prepare their own 
bills 6f quantities and valuations of work 
executed. 

The Schedule of Professional Charges of 
the Chartered Surveyors’ Institution contains 
the fees authorised under fourteen different 
heads, of which Scale XIV, which deals with 
fees for preparing bills of quantities and 
valuing work executed, need only be con- 
sidered. There is appended to the Schedule 
certain extracts from the principles’ which 
govern chartered quantity surveyors in inter- 
preting Scale XIV. Briefly, it is pointed 
out that the chartered quantity surveyor in 
practice is _——— by established customs 
accepted and observed by the surveying pro- 
fession and more particularly by the charter 
and by-laws of the Institution which render 
the quantity surveyor who is a member of 
that Institution liable, in case of unprofes- 
sional conduct, to reprimand, suspension or 
expulsion at the discretion of the Council. It 
is further laid down that the quantity sur- 
veyor’s remuneration is that provided solely 
by his professional fees in connection with 
the various duties assigned to him. He must 
not accept any work involving the giving of 
any discounts, gifts or commissions whatso- 
ever. Furthermore, he must not compete 
with another surveyor on the basis of fees, 
and chartered quantity surveyors of the Insti- 
tution must take reasonable precautions not to 
contravene this principle by, for example, 
intimating to the prospective client that, 
should other surveyors be asked to quote in 
competition, the offer of services is with- 
drawn. 

Scale XIV of the Schedule of Professional 
Charges of the Chartered Surveyors’ Institu- 
tion contains the fees for preparing bills of 
quancities and valuing work executed. 


Lump Sum Contracts: Architectural Work. 
The scale gcontains two main heads. The 
first deals with lump-sum contracts, and the 
scale therein covering the preparation of bills 
of quantities is an over-all scale and is based 
upon the inclusion of all provisional amounts 
which do not normally call for measurement. 
Under the same head is included ((I) (b)) 
fees for the measurement and valuation of 
variations, and the preparation of statements 
of account at the conclusion of the works, 
which are regarded as separate services. 


Fees for Preparation of Bills of Quantities, 
etc. 

With regard to the taking off and prepara- 
tion of bills of quantities, the basic scale is 
24 per cent. upon the estimated cost of the 
work up to. £10,000, and 2 per cent. upon the 
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i my = that sum; while, ag 
works of alteration, the chargé 
increased by 4 per cent, a 

The scale provides that the fees as above 
are to be based upon the accepted tender for 
the whole of the work. Should no tender be 
accepted, then they must be based Upon the 
lowest original bona fide tender received, Jf 
no tender is received, the fees are to be calen 
lated upon a reasonable valuation of the work 
as based upon the original bills of quantities 

Should, for any reason, a tender when 
received be reduced before acceptance, the 
unreduced amount of the tender igs to be th 
basis of the fees, but an additional fee which 
1s to be calculated in the same manner ag 
the fees for measurement of Variations (se 
below) is chargeable in order to arrive at the 
amount by which the tender is reduced, [t 
is further provided that, in calculating the 
amount on which fees are payable, the total 
of any credit bill and the totals of any alter. 
native bills are to be added. An omission bil] 
which forms part of an alternative bill must 
not be included unless measurement ig neces. 
sary to arrive at the omission. Finally, the 
net cost of lithography or printing is to be 
charged in addition. 

Measuring and making up Accounts of 
Variations upon Contracts, including Prici 
and Agreeing Totals with Contractors,—The 
fees payable for these services are 2h per 
cent. upon the amount of the additions and 
1} per cent. on the amount of the omissions 
less the total of the provisional sums or work 
omitted as a whole. But no charge must be 
made for the adjustment of provisional lum 
sums where the exercise of professional skill 
is not involved. 

Decoration Contracts.—The fee for taki 
off and preparing bills of quantities or 
measuring for and settling up accounts in 
connection with the same is 2 per cent, above 
the rates mentioned above. 

Estimating upon Bills of Quantities, — 
Half per cent. 

Approximate Quantities.—Preparation of, 
and estimating, 4 per cent. upon the esti- 
mated cost or a charge based upon the time 
involved. But, in cases where any of the 
materials used in construction are supplied by 
the employer (building owner), the percen 
charge above is to be made upon the estimated 
or actual value. 

Surveying Works in Progress: : Taking 
Particulars and Reporting for Interim Certif- 
cates.—One-half per cent.,- less amount: of 
previous valuations on which fees have béca 
paid, or, a charge based on time involved. 

Taking Particulars on Site: Writing Specif- 
cations for Alteration. or Repair Works, M- 
cluding Supervision if required.—74 per cent, 
on amount expended, or a charge based upon 
time involved. [This is usually £5 5s, per day 
not exceeding six hours. ] a 


Schedule Contracts: Architectural Work. 

Part II of Scale XIV deals with Schedule 
Contracts. Here the charge is based upon 
the time involved in preparing, pricing and 
agreeing the schedule of prices. In regard to 
measuring under schedule and making up 
accounts, including pricing and agreeing 
totals, the fee is 24 per cent. of gross amount 
of the account, where complete measurement 
and valuation of buildings or building opera- 
tions is undertaken as a whole and included 
in one account. An increase of 4 per cent. Is 
allowed where the measurement is done in 
stages which necessitate the preparation 0 
periodical bills. 

III.—Prime Cost Contracts.—For check- 
ing prime costs in ‘‘ Cost plus Profit” cot- 
tracts and making up final accounts, the fee 
is 14 per cent.; but where the work necessi- 
tates measurement, payment is at rates pre 
viously provided for, 

IV.—Civil Engineering Work.—Charges 
for work which can be so classed are, as fat 
as percentages are concerned, one-half of 
those provided for architectural work (see 
above), but ate the same when charges até 
based upon time.

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BUILDING STATISTICS 


FIGURES FOR APRIL. 

Evetoyment.—According to the current 
issue of the ‘‘ Ministry of Labour Gazette,’’ 
employment showed a further improvement 
in April, due mainly to increased activity in 
the painting and decorating branch, and was 
fair on the whole. Compared with a year ago, 
however, there was a slight increase in the 
numbers unemployed among all classes of 
workers. As regards individual occupations, 
employment was moderate with slaters and 
tilers, and fair with other classes of skilled 
operatives. With labourers to skilled occu- 

tions and builders’ labourers employment 
was moderate; there was, however, a high 
proportion of unemployment among navvies 
and general labourers and certain other occu- 
pations. At April 4, 131,954 insured persons 
were unemployed (4,175 being only tempor- 
arily stopped), a percentage of 12.7. This 
was a 1.5 per cent. decrease on the month 
before but a 1.3 per cent. increase on the 
figure a year ago. 

Bumpinc Pirans AppROvED.—Returns as to 
the estimated cost of buildings for which 
plans were approved during April have been 
received from 143 local authorities (repre- 
senting towns with a population of 17,424,000 
in 1931). The returns show that, in April, 
1938, plans were passed for buildings with 
an estimated cost of £8,178,700, compared 
with £10,769,900 in April, 1937, This repre- 
sents a decrease of 24.1 per cent. Comparison

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COST OF HOSPITALS 


DEPARTMENTAL COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


Toe Departmental Committee of the 
Ministry of Health on the Cost of Hospitals 
and Other Public Buildings has now issued its 
final report (H.M. Stationery Office, price 
2s. net). The first report was published in 
February, 1937. 

The terms of reference were “ to consider 
and report on the questions of the capital 
cost' of construction and the annual cost of 
maintenance of the following classes of public 
buildings provided by local authorities—viz., 
hospitals (including mental hospitals), public 
assistance institutions, mental deficiency 
institutions, maternity homes (including 
maternity departments newly constructed or 
added to hospitals), and baths and wash- 
houses, special regard being paid to (a) the 
establishment and periodic revision of stan- 
dards; (b) modern methods of construction; 
and (c) the possibility of securing a reduction 
in present costs without impairing the effi- 
ciency of the buildings for the purposes for 
which they are designed.”’ 

The report analyses with considerable 
thoroughness various classes of hospital. 
It is recommended that Tae Marerniry 
Hosprtat should preferably be planned as a 
department of a general hospital in the 
interests of economy, as well as to facilitate 
specialist treatment of non-obstetric conditions 
associated with pregnancy and’ childbirth. 
Where this course is followed, the maternity 
department should be planned as a separate 
block. If this is not practicable, it should 
form a separate unit entirely distinct from 
the general medical and surgical wards, and 
should have its own entrance. For reasons 
of economy in construction and administra- 
tion, very sinall maternity departments are 
not desirable, and maternity services should, 
as far as practicable, be so organised that 
departments of less than 20 lying-in beds 
are avoided, though it is recognised that this 
may not always be possible in country 
districts. em 

The size of the ward unit and wards is dis- 
cussed, also details of bed space—in single- 
bed wards 120 sq. ft. by 9 ft. high, and in 
other wards at centres of 8 ft., with height 
of 10 ft.; nursery, ancillary rooms, labour 
section, admission of patients, separation and 
isolation accommodation, etc. A useful sum- 
mary of provision is attached. : 

AccomMopATION FoR Sick CHILDREN is 
dealt with, and it is stated that 30 beds is 
a suitable standard of ward unit for the 
average children’s department of a municipal 
hospital. AccomMMODATION FOR CASES OF 
CHronic Sickness, RESIDENTIAL INSTITUTIONS 
ror PuLMoNARY TUBERCULOsIS, and IsoLaTION 
Hosprrats are other classes discussed. MENTAL 
Hosprrats are very fully treated of, and are 
examined most closely in relation to the type 
of patient being cared for. Staff and adminis- 
trative quarters: are discussed. Sections are 
also devoted to Menrat Dericrency CoLonizs, 
Pusiic Assistance InstrTuTIons, and Batus 
AnD WasHHovusts. Finally, a summary of 
conclusions and recommendations is given. 

The report should prove most useful to 
architects engaged on the.classes of building 
referred to, as well as to hospital committees 
of public authorities, who may expect to find 
within its pages a succinct analysis of each 
of the types of hospital referred to.

CONTRACTOR’S LIABILITY FOR ACCI- 
DENT TO WORKING ELECTRICIAN AT 
OLD BAILEY. 


Bigny. v. the Corporation of the City of 
London (F. H. Rad - Co., Ltd., Third 
‘arties) . 


The aie in this case was whether 
Messrs. eeler and Co., Ltd., electrical 
contractors, 39, Victoria-street, London, 8.W., 
were liable to indemnify the City Corporation 
for the damages of £1,500 which it had agreed 
to pay the plaintiff, Mr. Alfred H. Bigny, 
an electrician, for personal injuries he sus- 
tained in September, 1936, while working for 
Messrs. Wheeler and Co. at the Central 
Criminal Court, and £105 agreed costs. 

On the day in question Mr. Bigny fell 72 ft. 
from a ventilation shaft in the building and 
sustained very serious personal injuries. 
Messrs. Wheeler and Co., at the time, were 
engaged in completing for the Corporation an 
installation which another firm of electrical 
contractors had commenced under a contract 
with the Corporation, but which the Cor- 
poration had under the powers of the con- 
tract cancelled owing to those contractors 


having failed to complete the work within 


the specified or contract time. At the time 
of the accident no formal contract had been 
entered into between the Corporation and 
Messrs. Wheeler and Co., and the latter, 
while admitting that most of the terms and 
conditions contained in the contract between 
the Corporation and the former contractors 
could be implied into the new or interim con- 
tract, alleged that in the circumstances the 


one as to indemnification could not. They 
further contended that the Corporation should 
not have compromised the claim with Mr. 


Bigny, whom they alleged had been guilty 
of contributory negligence. 

His lordship, in the course of an elaborate 
considered judgment, held that the general 
conditions contained in the contract between 
the Corporation and the former contractors 
formed part of the contract between the Cor- 
poration and Messrs. Wheeler and Co., and 
although at the time of the accident there 
was no contract under seal there was such an 
agreement between the parties. The contract. 
provided that the contractors should keep the 
proprietors, viz., the Corporation, insured 
against all liability, and there was an express 
contract of indemnity under the contract. 
He found that the terms of settlement which 
the Corporation had made with Mr. Bigny 
were in the circumstances reasonable and that 
it was entitled to be indemnified in regard 
to the agreed damages and costs by the third 
parties. — :

Union, claimed a declaration that the Union 
were bound to pay him £123 15s., arrears of 
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superannuation benefit, and which plaintiff 


- alleged was due to the deceased, who at the 


time of his death was a fully qualified 
member of the union. 

The plaintiff, in the alternative, claimed 
an injunction to restrain the union from 
retaining or applying, for the benefit of other 
members, funds of the union which should 
have been paid to him. 

The defence was that the union was an un- 
lawful association at. common law, and. so 
could not be sued at common law, and that, 
even if that were not so, the action was 
debarred by Section 4 of the Trade Union 
Act, 1871, because it was an action to enforce 
payment of a sum of money due from the 
union and was excluded from the jurisdiction 
of the Court. 

The action had been begun in the Bow 
County Court, but by consent brought to the 
High Court by writ of certiorari for trial on 
the questions of law raised. 

Mr. G. G. Baker appeared for the plaintiff 
and Mr. Geoffrey C. Hutchinson for the 
defendant Union. 

Mr. Baker contended that the plaintiff was 
entitled to sue the union as he had done, 
and to sue the union as such, whether it was 
a trade union or not. If a union was regis- 
tered under the Trade Union Acts, as the 
defendant union was, it could be sued in its 
own name. 

He cited the decision of the Court of 
Appeal in the case of the Taff Vale Rail- 
way Co. v. Amalgamated Society of Railway 
Servants as authority for that. 

Mr. Hutchinson said he agreed that the 
effect of the decisions was that the legisla- 
ture had impliedly conferred on trade unions 
the right to sue and he sued in their own 
names. His argument was that that right 
‘depended on statute. By Section 4 of the 
Trade Union Act, 1871, the Court was pre- 
cluded from entertaining actions to enforce 
agreements of which the agreement to pro- 
vide benefit for members was one. That 
point was decided in the case of Russell v. 
Amalgamated Society of Carpenters and 
Joiners, which was shiant on all-foyrs with 
the present case. 

At. the conclusion of the arguments his 
lordship held that the provisions of the Trade 
Union Act, 1871, prevented the Court from 
entertaining the plaintiff's claim, and he dis- 
missed the action with costs.

DANGER TO CONSUMER OF WATER 
FROM LEAD PIPES. 


Barnes and. Wife v. Irwell Valley Water 
rd. 


In this case the Irwell Valley Water Board 
appealed from a judgment of Mr. Commis- 
sioner Henn Collins—now Mr. Justice Henn 
Collins—at the Manchester Assizes, award- 
ing to the plaintiffs, Mr. William Barnes, the 
landlord of the Griffin Inn, Haslingden, Lancs, 
£473, and to his wife, Mrs. Elizabeth Barnes, 
£473 as compensation to them for having 
suffered from lead poisoning due, it was said, 
to the quality of the water supplied by the 
appellant Board. 

Mr. Maxwell Fyffe, K.C., for the Board, 
said that Mr. and Mrs. Barnes had suffered 
from lead poisoning due probably to water 
having absorbed lead from the service pipes 
at the inn. A reason for the water being 
plumbo-solvent—capable of absorbing lead— 
was its softness, and an expensive hardening 
plant had been installed. which had prevented 
any further cases of lead poisoning. The only 
question -raised' on the appeal was whether 
the Board had a further duty, in addition to 
its statutory duty to have pure water in its 
mains, to warn consumers to take precautions? 

In giving judgment dismissing the appeal, 
Lord Justice Greer said the evidence disclosed 
that the Water Board had been warned over 
and over again that water passing through 
lead- pipes was liable to become contaminated. 
There were two means whereby the Board 
might -have protected the consumer. One 
was immediately to set about some method 
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to reduce the plumbo-solvency of 

and the other to send a circu hpi 4 
sumers warning them to draw off some Se 
before using it as drinking water, Thee” 
dence was quite conclusive that if there a4 
such a duty the Board did not perform ith

Water Supply to Flats and Houses. 

§m,—I shall be very pleased to have advice 
with regard to a recent contract placed with 
me. The questions relate to a contract for 16 
flats and two houses; the flats consist of four 
blocks, i.e , two flats up and two flats down 
in each block, and one pair of houses (semi- 
detached). Under the clause ‘‘ water,” I 
have a provision to allow the p.c. sum of 
£4 per house for the provision of a permanent 
water supply. ‘The actual service taken into 
the flats is a 13-in. service from the com- 
pany’s mains, teeing off to each pair of flats, 
ie, one up and one down off the 1j-in. 
service. Would the p.c. of £4 per house 
signify a p.c. sum of £16 for each block of 
four flats, or £8 per block of four flats? 

In the contingencies, I have to provide a 
sum of £5 per house. Is the term per house 
here synonymous with per flat? QUERY. 

A legal correspondent writes : ‘‘ It is always 
difficult to construe a contract without first 
seeing all the documents forming part of the 
contract. On reading the above query I think 
it is clear that £4 per house means £16 for the 
flats in question. I also think, in respect to 
the £5 per house for contingencies, the term 
per house is synonymous with per flat. Both 
the points raised are, however, arguable.”’ 


ANSWERS. 


Trade Effluent. 
[ANswers To ‘‘ Erruuent,’’ May 20. ] 


Sm,—A sewerage authority is empowered 
under the Public Health Act to charge to the 
business or organisation concerned the value 
of any outlay incurred by the authority as a 
result of the discharge of an unusual effluent 
into its sewers. In many cases such instances 
are met by a contribution towards such cost. 
SEWERS. 


Sm,—A_ local authority is not bound to 
accept an effluent into its sewers which by its 
volume will adversely affect the sewage of the 
district. If enlargement of the sewers is 
necessary the authority may require part of 
the cost. When the volume is objectionable 
it is usually so only because it is released 
during normal working hours; if equaliser 
tanks were installed so that the flow were dis- 
tributed over the 24 hours, the main sewers 
should take it without difficulty. Usually, 
local authorities and producers of trade 
wastes have an agreement defining their 
respective rights and liabilities so that any 
dispute can be quickly settled. W. E. W. 

Sin,—By Sect. 26 of the Public Health Act, 
1936, a local authority outside the Metropolis 
must afford facilities for factories, etc., to 
drain into sewers, provided the liquid does 
not prejudicially affect the sewers, etc.; and 
y Section 27, certain matters likely to injure 
the sewers, as liquid of a temperature higher 
than 110 deg. Fah. or petroleum spirit or 
carbide of calcium, are not permitted to 
enter. Similar provisions are made within 
the Metropolis, under Sections 56-64 of the 
Public Health (London) Act, 1936, for the 
Rvection of the sewers of the London 
Pegg Council. In no case does the ques- 
ton of contributions arise, since, under both 
nO the authorities must provide such 
i “i Sewers as may be necessary for effec- 
Wely draining their district. This does not 
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mean, however, that the local authority con- 
cerned must provide sewers in anticipation of 
future developments. The question is: Is 
what ‘‘ Effluent ’’ requires to be done a future 
development? If so, he might be held liable 
to contribute to the enlargement. It is argu- 
able, and if it is of moment to ‘‘ Effluent °’ 
he might well take legal advice on the 
matter. Lex.

Contract with Local Authorities. 
[Answers To “ Practice,’’ May 20.) 

Sir,—A building contract with a local 
authority must be executed under the seal of 
that authority, but will usually provide for 
the adjustment of variations, without vitiat- 
ing the contract and therefore without the 
need for any supplementary contract under 
seal, on their account. Care should be taken, 
however, to obtain full authority for such 
variations as would fall outside the range of 
the normal vicissitudes of building, and any 
major additions to a job are better dealt with 

as a supplementary contract under seal. 

ContTRACT. 


Str,—At common law a contract which 1s 
required by statute law to be under seal can 
only be varied by an instrument under seal. 
In equity, however, this rule is not now 
recognised. If the work comprised in the 
original contract can be traced in the extra 
work, no authority under seal is required. It 
is only if the variations clearly indicate that 
none of the original work is included that 
a new. contract under seal is necessary.

WATER POLLUTION 
RESEARCH BOARD 


Tenth Annual Report. 

The tenth annual report ‘of the Water 
Pollution Research Board for the year ended 
June 30, 1937, has now been issued by the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research. The Board carries out research 
mainly on the treatment of water for domestic 
supply and for other purposes, the treatment 
and disposal of sewage and trade effluents, 
and on problems of river pollution. 

The Report states that experiments have 
been continued on the preparation of mate- 
rials for softening water by the base-exchange 
process, and that attention has been given 
to the discovery that acids, bases and salts 
can be removed from solution in water by 
means of synthetic resins. Recent work in 
the programme of the Board has shown that 
partial removal from water of boron com- 
pounds is effected by treatment with a resin 
prepared from a tannin. With regard to 
certain types of water which take up appre- 
ciable quantities of lead from lead pipes and 
fittings, an investigation is in progress to 
determine the average quantities taken up 
by waters of different types under the con- 
ditions of household supply. A method is 
used in which a volume of 50 to 300 gallons 
of water is passed through a meter and then 
through a filter containing a mixture of chalk 
and magnesia, which takes up the whole of 
the lead from the water; the amount of lead 
taken up is determined by analysis. Appara- 
tus of this type has been tested in eight 
towns in England and Scotland. Average 
concentrations of lead ranging from less than 
1 part per 10 millions to as much as half a 
part per million of water have been obtained. 

Work in progress in connection with sewage 
disposal includes investigations on the bio- 
chemical and biological processes of purifica- 
tion of sewage by the activated sludge process 
and on the removal of organic matter by 
flocculation and sedimentation.

Rehousing : Rents. 


Sm J. Watxer-Smiru asked the Minister 
of Health if 1t was within the discretion of 
the local authority financially to assist per- 
sons dispossessed’ under ‘a ‘slum-clearance 
scheme, or any others whose economic con- 
ditions warrant it, by accommodating the 
rental of the council-owned houses to the 
economic conditions of such dispossessed 
persons or others. 

Str K. Woop said that local authorities 
had power to grant rent rebates to their 
tenants in suitable cases. 


Slum Clearance. 


Sir J. Warxker-Smiru asked the Minister 
of Health whether it was his custom, in 
those cases in which a slum-clearance order 
under the Housing Act, 1936, was con- 
firmed, to require the local authority to pro- 
vide an equivalent amount of accommodation 
in terms of persons dispossessed to that 
which was to be demolished or removed; if 
it was his custom to require the same or any 
new accommodation to be provided by the 
local authority in place of huts, tents, cara- 
vans, and similar structures at present being 
used for habitation, which might be included 
for demolition or removal under. a. slum- 
clearance order as confirmed; and if; in con- 
firming a slum-clearance order, the selection 
of tenants for the new equivalent houses was 
left to the discretion of the local authority 
without reference or regard to those. persons 
actually dispossessed under the clearance 
scheme. 

Str K. Woop said that before unfit 
houses, huts, tents,. caravans and_ similar 
structures used for human habitation were 
cleared, it was the duty’ of local authorities 
to provide housing accommodation equivalent 
to the number of persons displaced. The 
selection of the tenants for the new accom- 
modation was a* matter for the local 
authority. 


Preservation of Historic Buildings. 


Mr. Jort asked the Minister of Health 
whether he was aware of the anxiety of 
members of the Council for the Preservation 
of Rural England that the time allowed 
between the closing order in connection with 
slum-clearance work and the taking effect of 
the demolition order should be increased +o 
three months, to permit of more time for 
efforts to be made to ensure the preservation 
of picturesque and interesting old buildings. 

Sre K. Woop said that he had received a 
number of representations to the effect that 
further measures were desirable to ensure 
adequate exploration of the possibilities of 


reconditioning houses before demolition 
orders became operative. The question 
whether administrative improvements for 


this purpose were called for was now under 
consideration at his request by the Housing 
Advisory Committee. 


Building Society Profits. 

Mr. Batey asked’ the Secretary to the 
Treasury if he could state the total profits of 
building societies in Great Britain for the 
years 1936 and 1937. 

Capr. Evan WattAcE said that the estimated 
profits of building societies in Great Britain 
(in the sense of the interest paid on shares 
plus the additions to profit and_ reserve) 
amounted toa £19,630,000 in 1936 and 
£20,720,000 in 1927, viz. :—

Keene’s Cement. 

Tuere are three different kinds of Keene’s 
cement—viz., pink, white and fine—and the 
prices are about 108s., 113s. and 150s. per 
ton respectively. 

The quality of the cement varies consider- 
ably, as some kinds are much freer working 
than others. 

An easy working cement will go on the 
cement ground like butter, but a difficult- 
working cement would need a plasterer with 
a craftsman’s touch to do full justice to it— 
the cement seems to go in waves and would 
probably cost 25 per cent. additional for 
labour. Like many other things, the cheapest 
cement is not necessarily the most economi- 
cal. It is not usual to buy Keene’s cement 
in larger quantities than can be speedily used, 
as it deteriorates if kept in stock. The retail 
prices charged for small quantities are much 
higher than those quoted above, being about 
6s. per bushel, and cartage extra. Keene’s 
cement is usually finished on a Portland 
cement rendering as backing, thus forming 
perhaps the best wall plastering. It is 
capable of very high finish by trowelling 
etc., and can be faced up to imitate marble. 


Sometimes Keene’s cement plain face is 
executed on a backing of Keene’s cement and 
sand. Keene’s cement is usually treated when 
wet with a coat of paint, which is usually 


measured separately.

It is usually 
finished to a lesser thickness than common 
plastering. A little lime putty 1s sometimes 
used in the finishing coat. Care must be 
taken in using this and other patent plasters, 
as if any small particles of these cements get 
mixed with concrete or mortar it will expand 
and blow off the face.

Small Areas or Repairs to Plastering. 

These are mostly charged for as day work, 
and cannot be measured and valued at any- 
thing like the rates before mentioned. 


Plaster Boards. 

Plaster boards are often used in place of 
ordinary lath and plaster work, and they can 
be obtained in sizes from 3 ft. and 4 ft. wide 
and in lengths from 6 ft. up to 12 ft., and 
4 in. or # in. in thickness. They are easily 
fixed by nailing with rust-resisting nails to 
the studding; the joints are then pointed with 
a ‘“‘ filler’? and covered with a special tape. 
As the boards have a smooth finish, they are 
then ready for painting or distempering.

Pavings. 

‘*Terrazzo ’’ is the cheapest form of marble 
flooring or wall lining in situ. This class 
of work is usually performed by special firms, 
who charge from about 14s. to 20s. per yd. 
super. for plain work, and borders at a small 
additional cost. The price will depend upon 
the area to be covered, the size of the marble 
chippings, and the special colouring matter 
required for the cement ground or white 
cement. 

Although this work is often performed b 
specialists, it is an advantage for the small 
builder to be prepared to do a little of this 
work, particularly in making good after 
alterations, as it will cost comparatively a 
large sum for specialists to send many times 
to perform a small amount of making good to 
“‘ terrazzo.” 

The following is the approximate cost for 
a builder by his own men to lay “ terrazzo ”’ 
in reasonable areas; for small areas the prices 
would be higher.

A Scottish correspondent writes : The mem- 
bers of the Scottish Building and Monumen- 
tal Workers’ Union are being asked to vote 
in favour of an amalgamation with the 
Amalgamated Union of Building Trade 
Workers. The latter union represents all the 
organised bricklayers in the United Kingdom, 
and the proposed merger would link up the 
bricklayers with the stonemasons and thereby 
avoid disputes concerning overlapping and 
demarcation... There are about. 6,000 members 
in the Scottish ‘union, which has its head- 
quarters in Glasgow, and ballot papers have 
been issued with the. object. of ascertaining 
the views of the members. 

The ballot is expected to be concluded by 
the end of May, and -if the result proves 
favourable the merger will take effect not 
later than January 1, 1939. The bricklayers 
have already received a mandate to proceed 
with the amalgamation and in their case the 
ballot is unnecessary.
